Today  I  took  locve  of  ]‘ATST!0KA  who  invited  Die  to  his 
private  home.  MATSUO?,',  made  a  tirad,  though  sprightly 
impression  and  told  me  that  in  view  of  the  great  tension 
with  the  HIRAI-UI  A  group  he  had  certainly  considered  a 
crisis:  he  had,  however,  been  surprised  by  the  time  of  its 
coining  to  a  head.  End  of  last  reek  he  had  carried  his 
point  in  the  Cabinet's  steering  comirlttee  re  the  Japanese 
counter  proposal  to  the  /anerican  reply.  Regarding  the 
handling  of  the  Indo-China  actions  the  Cabinet  had  like¬ 
wise  agreed  with  his  vlev^s.  Unfortvuiately  he  had  been 
prevented  by  Illness  to  fight  the  intrigues  of  his  opponents 
at  the  right  time,  notably  as  far  as  the  En^peror  was  con¬ 
cerned.  Ke  asked  mo  to  inform  the  German  Foreign  ? inister, 
with  whom  he  felt  himself  to  be  corrected  by  friendly  ties, 
that  no  important  change  could  take  place  in  Japanese 
policy.  The  Indo-China  action  was  •;cll  \inder  'way,  nor  v/as 
an  agreement  v/ith  the  United  States  of  Amorlca,  oven  if 
attempted,  possible  without  sacrificing  the  most  vital 
Japanese  interests  in  China.  For  this  neither  the  people 
Wcas  ready,  on  which  he  could  rely  for  support  of  his  policy, 
nor  the  ..rmy.  As  to  tho  nor  Foreign  i'inister,  TATSUCKA 
coimmented  that  ono  could  evalvrte  him  in  a  positive  sense 
although  ha  was  not  very  experienced.  Besides  ha  thought 
that  his  resignation  would  bo  limited  in  timo.  He  hoped  to 
be  back  after  about  two  months.  At  present,  for  tactical 
reasons,  ha  would  rot  start  an  open  fight,  instead  he  would 
withdraw  to  his  home,  carefully  watching  the  situation.  He 
was  convinced  that  time  *,»culd  work  in  his  favor.  lATSUOKA 
also  asked  me  to  inform,  the  Gorman  Foreign  Minister  that 
ho  should  by  all  morns  hold 'back  /urbassador  OSHIkJi  from  his 
Intentions  to  resign.  A  fortnight  ago  CSEIrA  had  handed  in 
his  resignation,  clinring  to  his  resolution  despite  his 
renuost  to  bo  patient.  Ka  had  also  left  open  when  he  v/ould 


carry  out  his  intention.  Ho  (I'.ATSUCKA)  consi'-^ared  such 


resignation  to  bo  a  grant  mistake.  The  present  situation 
could  change  ouickly,  and  after  a  necessarily  long  voyage 
homo,  CSHli.A  would  perhaps  corre  to  the  conclusion  hero  that 
the  reasons  for  the  resignation  aro  no  longer  valid.  I 
promised  i.'ATSrCI’A  to  transmit  his  inforcjition  to  the  German 
Foreign  Kinister.
